DETAILED ACTION 



Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 8 October 2003 is 
noted. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 
Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 



Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 
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(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 
4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains purported merits. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

7. Claim 7 recites the limitation "companion disk" and "companion cavity" on the 
second line. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

8. As far as they are clear, claims 3 and 7 are further rejected under 35 USC § 102 
below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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10. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Uematsu 
(6,019,573). Uematsu discloses a turbine cooling system including a turbine shaft (not 
referenced) having a plurality of adjacent disks (1,4,6) and blades (5,7,10) attached in a 
star arrangement. Uematsu's cooling system further includes a plurality of cavities (3, 
18, cavities along bolt (2), and cavities along passage 8) in a radial direction formed 
between adjacent disk (4,6) and that are sealed from one another. Uematsu discloses 
that each blade's coolant channels communicate, via radial bores, with cavities formed 
in part by the attached disk. Uematsu further discloses that live steam flows through the 
inner most cavity (along bolt 2), lower pressure used steam flows through the next 
radially outwardly adjacent cavity (along passage 8), and fresh air flows in the next 
radially outwardly adjacent cavity (18). In regard to claims 5 and 6 the method of 
cooling would have been inherent from the disclosure of Uematsu. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claims 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Uematsu in view of Borden (3,572,966). Uematsu discloses the invention 
substantially as claimed except for the use of radial seals. Borden teaches the use of 
radial seals (37) in a turbine cooling system. It would have been obvious to one of 
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ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the turbine cooling 
system of Uematsu by including seals between radially adjacent cavities as taught by 
Borden in order to maintain the pressure difference between adjacent cavities. The 
method of cooling would have been apparent from the modified cooling system of 
Uematsu. 

Prior Art 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents issued to Kreis, Matsumoto, and Sugenaga disclose 
turbine cooling utilizing a cavity formed between two disks. The patent issued to Salt 
discloses turbine cooling utilizing both air and steam.
